How to Tithe 


PRACTICAL QUESTIONS ANSWERED FROM THE BIBLE 


BY THE EDITOR 


The best I can I will answer 
Some questions often asked me 
about the practical side of tithing. 


1. How should a farmer tithe? 
Should he take out expenses of 
seed, hired labor, and other farm- 
ing expenses? 

The Jewish farmer did not take 
out overhead expenses before tak- 
ing out the tithe. He simply 
brought one bushel out of every 
ten bushels, one lamb out of every 
ten lambs. I think that in ordi- 
nary cases that is the simplest and 
best way for a farmer to tithe. 
Of course, that means farmers 
who own their own farms. Renters 
would have to first pay rent be- 
cause the part they pay for rent is 
not really their own income. 


I grant that if one figures his 
income strictly, then the actual op- 
erating expenses may probably be 
deducted. Thus a farmer might de- 
duct expenses of seed, the amount 
paid for threshing and hired labor 
necessary to make the crop. He 
might deduct the gasoline and oil 
used for his tractor, and even 
taxes. Many good Christians do 
that, and I think it is permissible. 


But a farmer who does that, if 
he be honest with God, must then 
pay God a tithe on much other 
income he gets from the farm 
which is not counted in dollars and 
cents. For instance, a good farm- 
house, were it rented, separately, 
might cost from $20 to $50 a 
month. Let us suppose that the 
farmer has then an income aver- 
aging about $30 each month in the 
use of his house. If he worked 
elsewhere he would have to pay 
that rent. Then he ought to pay 
a tithe or one-tenth of $360 a year 
besides his cash income. That is, 
he owes the Lord $36 tithe on the 
house rental which he gets with

EXPOSITORY MESSAGE FROM THE GOSPEL OF JOHN

As preached in

“Let not your heart be 
troubled: ye believe in God, be- 
lieve also in me. In my Fa- 
ther’s house are many man- 
sions: if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare 
a place for you. And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also. And 
whither I go ye know, and the 
way ye know. Thomas saith 
unto him, Lord, we know not 
whither thou goest; and how 
can we know the way? Jesus 
saith unto him, I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man 
cometh unto the Father, but 
by me” (John 14:1-6). 

In these verses, there are two 
outstanding truths emphasized: 
first, that of the Father’s house, 
and second, our Lord’s personal re- 
turn for His own. We are all fa- 
miliar with the fact, I presume, 
that the Bible was not written in 
chapters and verses. These breaks 
in the text were put in by editors, 
and that in rather recent years, 
some of them as late as the time of 
the Protestant reformation. And 
sometimes the chapter breaks seem 
to come at rather unfortunate 
places, 
here. Who, for instance, begin- 


ning to read the first verse of

chapter fourteen, connects it in his 
mind with our Lord’s words to the 
Apostle Peter at the close of chap- 
ter thirteen? And yet, there is a 
very real connection. The Lord Je- 
sus had been giving His last mes- 
sages to His disciples. He had inti- 
mated that soon they would for- 
sake Him and flee. He had told 
them that He was going away and 
for the present they could not come 
where He was to go. And in verse 
thirty-six of chapter thirteen we 
read: 


“Simon Peter said unto him, 
Lord whither goest thou? Je- 
sus answered him, Whither I 
go, thou canst not follow me 
now; but thou shalt follow me 
afterwards.” 


He was going, you see, to the 
Father’s house. He was going 
home to God by way of the cross 
and resurrection, and Peter could 
not follow immediately. But the 
Lord says, “Thou shalt follow me 
afterwards.” Peter did not under- 
stand that, and he said to Him: 


“Lord, why cannot I follow 
thee now? I will lay down my 
life for thy sake. 

“Jesus answered him, Wilt 
thou lay down thy life for my 
sake? Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, The cock shall not crow 
till thou hast denied me thrice.” 
And then He immediately adds: 

“Let not your heart be 


troubled: ye believe in God, 
believe also in me.” 
You see, the Lord Jesus is ad- 


dressing these words, of course, to 
all His disciples, but directly — 
directly —to the disciple who was 
to deny Him in so short a time. 
And this is surely very comfort- 
ing for our hearts. Peter was to 
fail the Lord — Jesus knew he 
would fail —- but deep in Peter's 


heart there was a fervent love for | 
the Lord Jesus. And when he said, | 


the farm, besides one-tenth of all 
other income. If you are going 
to be so strict with God to be 
sure you don’t give Him any more 
than you are required to, then be 
just as strict with yourself and 
don’t cheat God. 


Again, farmers generally have 
garden vegetables, fruit, both 
fresh and canned, milk, butter, 
eggs; and fresh, salted and canned 
meats, which they raise on the 
farm. This is real income. God 
furnishes these things to the farm- 
er and they are worth just as much 
to the farmer as if he bought them 
in the store. So if you are going 
to charge off your overhead ex- 
penses on the farm before taking 
out the tithe, then be sure to add 
the value of all the food raised 
and used on the farm — add that 
to the amount on which tithes are 
to be paid to God. 


It may be that by very strict 
book-keeping you can gain a little 
on God; I doubt it. So I think for 
the average farmer the easiest, 
simplest, and happiest way is to 
give God one bushel out of every 
ten bushels of wheat or corn, one 
pig out of every ten pigs raised 
(whether used at home or sold), 
and $1.00 out of every $10.00 of 
cash crops, whether it be cream 
money, egg money, or cotton or 
corn-money. At least that certain- 
ly was the plan used by Old Testa- 
ment farmers. And if that be done 
in loving surrender and trust, one 
can be sure God will bless. 

If the Spirit clearly leads that 
certain expenses should be taken 
out of the income before a tenth 
is taken, just be sure that you 
are not stingy with God. You can’t 
get ahead of God in giving. 

37. How can a business man, say 
a grocer, tithe? 

That is very simple. Let him 
first clearly separate the business 
expenses and his home expenses. 
It would be proper for him to take 
out business expenses before tith- 
ing his income because he does not 
have any real income until his 
actual expenses of running the 
business are paid. When he sells ° 
a can of tomatoes for 8c, the 8c” 
is not all his. First he must pay 


5c to the wholesale grocery com--— 


pany. Obviously he has no money 
to give until he pays for the to- 
matoes which he sells. 

Likewise his clerk must be paid, 
It takes a certain amount of the 
3c he has left from the can of to- 
matoes to help pay his clerk’s hire, 
pay rent on his store building, to 
run a delivery truck.

In other words, the tithe, one- 
tenth, should be taken out of the 


family expenses are paid. 


3. Can the tithe be used (a) to 
educate my children? (b) to sup- 
port poor relatives? (c) Can con- 
tributions to the Community Chest, 
the Red Cross or other such wel- 
fare agencies be counted part of 
the tithe? 


My answer to all the above ques- 
tions is no. 


You should educate your chil- 
dren, but even if you give them 
a Christian education, send them 
to Christian schools, it is more or 
less selfish. Unconverted people 
send their children to school and 
they do not do it for Jesus’ sake. 
Why ought we charge against the 
Lord that which many an uncon- 
verted man does as a normal duty 
to his family? Educate your chil- 
dren with your own money; use the 
Lord’s money for His business only. 


Nor can the tithe properly be 
used for the support of an aged 
father or mother or other poor 
relatives. These days when people 
think the government owes every- 
body a living, Christians some- 
times feel wonderfully virtuous if 
they support their own fathers or 
mothers or other relatives. But 
that is a part of or morality 
which every upright but worldly 
person does. You owe it to your 


aged mother or father to care for 


them just as they cared for you as 
a child. By doing so, a person 
simply pays an ordinary debt. 
Wicked Pharisees in Christ’s time 
told young people that, “If a man 
shall say to his father or mother, 
It is Corban, that is to say, a gift, 
by whatsoever thou mightest be 
profited by me; he shall be free” 
(Mark 7:11). In other words, they 
taught that if one dedicated to God 
the money which he should other- 
wise use to support father or moth- 
er the Pharisee would no longer 
permit him to do anything for his 
father or mother. But Jesus said 
that violated the plain command, 
“Honor thy father and mother.” In 
other words, to “honor” father and 
mother means to support them 
when they are old. It is an ordi- 
nary Christian duty like telling the 

»and avoiding lying and steal- 
ing and adultery and murder. Sup- 
port your father or mother, yes, or 
a widowed relative (I Tim. 5:4). 
That is your plain duty. But such 
money is a debt you owe to the 
relative and must not be charged 
against God. 


I should think that a tithe ought 
to be spent, not for a relative’s 
sake, but for Jesus’ sake alone. 


‘It is God’s money and should be 


used for His cause. 

For this reason in my judgment 
money spent for general welfare 
agencies and not strictly in Jesus’ 
name and not strictly with a Chris- 
tian motive should not be counted 
the Lord’s tithe. Business men co- 
operate in many such enterprises 
as a matter of civic loyalty and co- 


Operate in the average Community 


Chest or many agencies that do 
nothing to win souls or teach the 
Bible or forward the cause of 
Christ. The Lord’s money ought to 
be used only for His purposes. 
Sometimes one would give to the 
poor purely and simply in Jesus’ 
name, would give where he would 
not give if he were not a Chris- 
tian and where no earthly tie or 
such reason is involved. In other 


~ words, a Christian may use the 


Lord’s money where he is clearly 
led that it would result in greater 
good there for the cause of Christ 
than anywhere else. The idea al- 
ways is to use the Lord’s money 
exactly as Jesus would use it, in a 


~ way that will honor God the most 


and not from personal or selfish 


reasons. 
4. How much bookkeeping is 
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necessary to tithe? How shall I 
know how much I owe God? 
No complicated bookkeeping sys- 
tem is necessary. 
None is mentioned in the Bible. 
God’s simple way is that every 
once a week shall take 
the Lord’s part out of his income 
for the past week. Thus when he 
“lays by him in store” or gives it 
immediately to some scriptur4l ob- 
ject, records are unnecessary. 


It is usually not hard to keep a 
record of your income one week. 
If you have no income for ome 
week, you owe no tithe. If you sell 
a whole-year’s crop one week and 
have a year’s income at once, then 
you ought simply to take out one- 
tenth of your income from that 
week and lay it aside, separately. 
It is the Lord’s money. Many good 
business men keep a tithing ac- 
count in the bank and in the ac- 
count they deposit the tithe of all 
their income each week. Then they 
can give the money as and when 
the Spirit leads. Others simply put 
the Lord’s money in a separate box 
or purse and then when Sunday 
comes they have it ready to give. 
It is really very simple .to take 
God’s tithe out every week. That 
is what the Scripture means in 
First Corinthians 16:2: 


“Upon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay 
by him in store as God hath 
prospered him, that there be 
no gatherings when I come.” 


It is not commanded that the 
tithe must be given immediately. 
It is set apart, dedicated to God 
and should not be used for other 
purposes. Then, when the Holy 
Spirit leads, it may be given to the 
Lord’s work. 


5. Must a tithe be given through 
the church treasury? 

There are many pastors, particu- 
larly in the South, who teach that 
the Lord does not count money 
given as part of the tithe unless 
it comes through the local church 
treasury. It is a natural temptation 
for pastors to so teach since they 
are anxious for the church budget 
to be raised. They speak of “store- 
house tithing,” referring to Malachi 
3:10 which says, “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the store-house that 
there may be meat in my house.” 
They say that that store-house re- 
fers to the local church treasury. 
However, in my judgment, the Bi- 
ble nowhere tells us that the tithe 
ought always to be given through 
a local church treasury. Certain- 
ly Malachi 3:10 was not talking 
about a local church treasury. 
Rather, it was talking about the 
national treasury in the temple at 
Jerusalem. All the lambs for sac- 
rifice were to be brought to the 
church at Jerusalem where all the 
Levites and priests received their 
food. There were no missionaries 
to be supported, no other institu- 
tions to receive God’s money. It 
was all received by the priests and 
Levites at Jerusalem. None of it 
was sent by them to anybody else. 
They did not represent a treasury 
to send money on to missionaries 
or other causes. The storehouses 
mentioned in Malachi 3:10 was a 
national religious treasury at Je- 
rusalem. 

All over the nation there grew 
up synagogues and the synagogues 
were similar to local churches. 
They had local buildings and reg- 
ular services of worship and teach- 
ing. But the tithes were not to 
be turned over to the synagogues, 
but instead were brought to the 
temple at Jerusalem as God had 
commanded. If God had command- 
ed the money to be brought first to 
the synagogue, then by the ruler 
of the synagogue sent on to the 
denominational headquarters at 
Jerusalem, that would have been 
much like the system of churches 
today that insist that all the tithes 
must be brought to the local church 
treasury. But that is not what God 
commanded. 

There is one case in the New 
Testament where people seemed to 
bring all their gifts to a common 
treasury. That was Acts 4:32-37. 
All their gifts were laid down at 
the apostles’ feet and the apostles 
made distribution to every man 
his need. Remember that that was 
only a temporary arrangement at 
that time. That was the only 
church in the world. There was not 
a single missionary to be support- 
ed, no poor nor orphans outside 
the. local congregation. The money 
was given at home because it was 
all used at home. 

On the other hand Christ and the 
apostles as they went about Galilee 
by a group of in-

dividuals, mainly women, “Mary

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called Magdalene, out of whom 

went seven devils, and Joanna the 

wife of Chuza, Herod’s steward, 

and Susanna, and many others,

(Luke 8:2, 3). Their 
gi was certainly not through 
the church treasury. 

Note again First Corinthians 16: 
2 concerning this matter. On the 
first day of the week everyone was 
commanded to “lay by him in 
store,” as God has prospered them. 
Paul commanded the people not 
that they bring their money to the 
church treasury, but that everyone 
keep the money at home, perhaps 
in a vase on the mantel, or in a 
sock under the mattress, or under 
a brick in the hearth. This money 
was to be sent to the poor saints 
at Jerusalem and Paul simply com- 
manded them to keep it separate 
at home until he arrived. Then it 
would be turned over to him and 
anyone else they wished to send 
with him to Jerusalem. Not a hint 
is given about the church treasury 
in this case. 

And it is remarkable that in 
many, many commands about giv- 
ing throughout the New Testament 
there is not a single bit of instruc- 
tion that the gifts should first be 
turned over to the church treasury. 

In some cases, no doubt, where a 
church has a world-wide vision and 
where the leadership is unselfish 
and spiritually-minded, Christians 
can in good conscience give most or 
all of their tithes and offerings 
through the local church treasury. 
That would be only in such cases 
as that the money so given would 
do more good than if given any 
other way. 

But in many cases it certainly 
would be a terrible sin for Chris- 
tians to give all their money 
through the local church treasury. 
In the average church for one to 
do so would be to support modern- 
istic and worldly institutions which 
do not win souls and do not please 
God. This teaching that all Chris- 
tians must give the tithe through 
the local church treasury is pri- 
marily supported by denomination- 
al church headquarters of denomi- 
nations that are gone into modern- 
ism. They use this teaching to 
keep devout, fundamentally-sound 
Christians supporting unscriptural 
institutions and modernistic pro- 
grams with the Lord’s money when 
God does not want devout Chris- 
tians to send it to such causes. 

The whole idea lays a stress on 
church organization and denomina- 
tional organization which the Bi- 
ble does not lay. It teaches that 
the tithe belongs to the church. 
But the Bible says that, “The tithe 
. ... is the Lord’s.” 

In actual practice the greatest 
soul-winning agencies and most 
Christian institutions are supported 
by individual gifts not coming from 
church treasuries. Moody Bible In- 
stitute, the greatest Christian 
training institute in the world, we 
believe, is not endorsed by the 
leading denominations and relative- 
ly very few local churches put the 
Moody Bible Institute in their 
church budgets. Thus the rank and 
file of fundamentally sound, ear- 
nest, soul-winning Christians would 
not be allowed to give to Moody 
Bible Institute if they did not give 
independently, instead of through 
the church treasury. 


The China Inland Mission is not 
supported by the principal denomi- 
nations and relatively very few 
churches vote officially to support 
and send funds to the great China 
Inland Mission. In many church- 
es Christians could never give to 
China Inland Mission and Sudan 
Interior Mission and Central Amer- 
ican Mission and other great faith 
missions if they did not give aside 
from the local church treasuries. 

Nearly all the great evangelists 
and soul-winners have to be sup- 
ported by individuals and not by 
church treasuries. The great re- 


vivals of Moody, Torrey, Chapman,’ 


and Billy Sunday were all support- 
ed by individual gifts not given 
through church treasuries. There 
could have been no such revivals 
if it had been left to the support 
of local church treasuries. 

Rev. Charles Fuller, who preach- 
es to millions of people every Sun- 
day night over about 150 radio 
stations in the Old Fashioned Re- 
vival Hour is supported not by 
churches as such but by individual 
gifts. I feel certain that not 1 per 
cent <f the gifts which support that 
marvelous ministry comes through 
church treasuries. In fact, if the 
average church Officials had their 
way, no money would go to the 
great union revivals, none would 


» go to the great faith missions, 
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With the Editor 
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revivals, though we do not expect 
them to assume responsibility. But 
all must wait now on a place to 
erect the tabernacle, and a build- 
ing permit. We invite you who 
will to join us in prayer that if 
these plans be of God, as we be- 
lieve they are, He will make the 
building permit possible, and work 
out other details. The time 
planned is in October and Novem- 
ber. But all this awaits the will 
and depends upon the blessing of 
God. Oh, for a great revival to 
save hundreds, bless many thou- 
sands! May God give it!

none would go to the great inde- 
pendent Bible institutes, and none 
would go to the independent soul- 
winning radio programs. 

Bearing these things in mind, it 
seems desperately important that 
Christians pray much and then 
give the money not to the church, 
but to Christ, and to send the 
money where the Holy Spirit leads 
instead of where church officials 
say. 

Certainly local church expenses 
and the local pastor ought to be 
supported where the soundness in 
the faith and the spiritual results 
attained deserve it. It is equally 
certain that modernistic pastors 
ought to be left to starve or go on 
the W.P.A. and that modernistic 
churches which will not exalt 
Christ and win souls ought to be 
allowed to close their doors without 
the support of a dime of God’s 
money which he has entrusted to 
the hands of Bible-believing Chris- 
tians. Often it would be a sin to 
put God’s money in the church 
treasury, and it certainly is not 
commanded in the Bible. No, it 
seems clear that God does not want 
all of His money given through 
church treasuries. 

As a testimony to my sincerity, 
let me say that when I was pas- 
tor seven and one-half years in 
Dallas, I taught in all those years 
exactly what I have written here, 
that every giver is.responsible to 
God alone as to where and how he 
gives the tithe and free-will offer- 
ings beside the tithe. 

6. Is the tithe enough to give? 

Indeed it is not! God said that 
one who does not give both tithes 
and offerings robs God (Mal. 3: 
8). The tithe is the minimum. Be- 
yond that one should give accord- 
ing to what God puts in his heart 
and according to his ability. Some 


'men give one-half of their income 


or more than half. 

When Mrs. Rice and I were stu- 
dents in the Southwestern Baptist 
Theological Seminary in Fort 
Worth, we kept a note-book, put- 
ting down every single penny of 
income and exactly giving a tithe. 
Soon my heart condemned me and 
I said, “This doesn’t really express 
the way I love God. How shame- 
ful to figure and figure to make 
sure I give Him exactly what I owe 
to the penny and not another pen- 
ny more! From this time on I will 
not be so stingy with the Lord.” 


My wife agreed, and from that 
day we began a most happy ar- 
rangement. While we are careful 
to give as much as a tithe, we have 
usually given far more. Even in 
the days of our greatest poverty 
when we bought one pint of milk 
every other day, when a 10c soup 
bone furnished the best of our food 
for two days (soup one day and 
hash the next), we joyfully gave 
an average of more than 20 per 
cent of our income, and [ think we 
can say truthfully that we have 
had no worry about food or 
clothes and have taken great joy 
in the Lord’s service. 

All we have belongs to God. The 
tithe is a token of acknowledge- 
ment that all is His. Beyond that 
we should give out of grateful 
hearts even in our poverty in a 
way that pape? expresses our 
gratitude and love and earnest de- 
sire to carry the gospel to every 
creature in Jesus’ name.

games. Then Miss Lola’s new bike 
is ridden by turns, and often there 
are callers in the evenings. 


The spiritual blessings are not 
all. Since early May this region 
has been like a veritable park, the 
spring season opened with a riot of 
color. The lilac and tulips were 
gorgeous, then followed the bridal 
wreath and iris. In the neighbor’s 
garden bordering our lawn on the 
south were over three hundred va- 
rieties of giant iris. After the iris 
season, there came in a regular 
carnival of flowers, I cannot begin 
to name them—roses, honey- 
suckle, sweet peas, urtium, 
dahlias, peonies, daisies, lilies, 
pansies, delphinium, and a host of 
others. The trees are taller than 
the many two-story houses and 
there are avenues of them; there is 
a wealth of grass, blue grass and 
clover mingled together. No one 
is allowed to fire a gun in Wheaton, 
and because of that, squirrels romp 
and play at the very doors of 
homes, birds build their nests in 
the trees, unafraid, and the rabbits 
hop about like pets. There are no 
taverns or beer parlors in town, 
and liquor cannot be delivered here. 


The weather with the exception 
of one week of a heat wave which 
covered most of the states, has 
been very pleasant. We wore our 
spring coats on the fourth of July 
until noon. “Yes,” but some say, 
“You wait until winter comes and 
the thermometer registers zero, and 
you will wish you were in the Sun- 
ny South.” But when that time 
comes, the storm windows will be 


on, the basement will be filled with 
coal, and the big furnace will keep 
every room in the house at a pleas- 
ant 70 degrees. 

Truly, “The steps of a good man 
are ordered by the Lord.” His way 
is the best way; I am glad we do 
not have to choose our own way. 


-“Thou wilt show me the path of 


life: in thy presence is fulness of 
joy; at thy right hand are pleas- 
ures forever more.” ‘So says the 
Lord in Psalms 16:11. How won- 
derfully true it is! My husband 
said to me this morning as I drove 
with him to Chicago where he was 
to catch the train to Detroit, “I 
hope you have a good time on your 
trip to Texas.”

it, Peter. I know how you are go- 
ing to fail, but I want you to know 
this, in my Father’s house are 
many mansions, and you are going 
to share one of those mansions 
with me some day. I am not go- 
ing to permit you, Peter, to be 
utterly overcome. I am not going 
to permit you to go into complete 
apostasy. You will fall, but you 
will be lifted up again, and you 
will share with me a place in the 
many mansions.” 


When He says, “Let not your 
heart be troubled,” He does not 
mean, “Do not be exercised about 
your failure,” for He Himself 
sought to exercise the heart of 
Peter, and in a wonderful way re- 
stored him by the sea of Galilee 
later on. But He means this: “Do 
not be cast down. Do not allow the 
enemy of your soul to make you 
feel there is no further hope, there 
is no opportunity for you.” 


I wonder if I am speaking to 
someone this morning who has 
failed, perhaps, as Peter failed. 
Under the stress of circumstances 
you, teo, have denied your Lord, 
denied Him in acts if not in words, 
and the adversary of your soul is 
Saying to you now, “It is all up 
with you; your case is hopeless. 
You knew Christ once, but you 
have failed so miserably, He would 
never own you again.” Oh, let me 
assure you His interest in you is 
just as deep as it ever was. If you 
truly trusted Him as your Saviour, 
the fact that you failed so griev- 
ously, and the fact that you 
mourn over it, only emphasizes the 
truth that you belong to Him. Still 
He says, “Return, O backsliding 
children, unto me; for I am mar- 
ried unto you” — not, “I am di- 
vorced from you.” And therefore 
He waits for you to come back 
and confess your failure and your 
sin, and He has promised complete 
restoration, for, “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.” And 
some day for you, too, there will be 
a place in the Father’s house. 


“Let not your heart be troubled: 
ye believe in God, believe also in 
me.’ You see, in the days gone 
by before Jesus came to them at 
all, the people of Israel did 
have faith in the one true and liv- 
ing God. Now they had never seen 
Him, and Jesus _is saying to His 
disciples, “You have believed in 
God when you couldn’t see Him, 
now I am going away in a little 
while and you won’t be able to see 
me, but I want you to trust me 
just the same as when I was here. 
Just as you have believed in the 
unseen God through the years, I 
want you to put your faith in me, 
the unseen Christ, after I have 
gone back to the Father.” Do we 
have that implicit trust and confi- 
dence in Him, realizing that He 
is deeply interested in every de- 
tail of our own lives? The Word 
says, “Casting all your care upon 
him, for he careth for you.” There 
is absolutely nothing that concerns 
His people that He Himself is not 
concerned about. And therefore 
He would have us put away 
all the stress and all the anxiety. 
He says, “Be not anxious about 
anything, but in everything by 
prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving, let your requests be 
made known unto God.” “Ye be- 
lieve in God, believe also in me.” 

And then He adds, “In my Fa- 
ther’s house are many mansions.” 
“My Father’s house,” and by that 
of course He means Heaven, and 
He is speaking of a place, a place 
to which He was going, and a 
place into which some day He will 
take all His own. I often hear peo- 
ple say, “Heaven is a_ condition 
rather than a place.” Heaven is 
both a place and a condition. It is 
true we do not read a great deal 
about Heaven in the Bible. Some- 
body has said, “Heaven is the land 
of no more.” We have more in the 
Bible about what will not be in 


Mr. Rice ministered there, seeing 
how every step was ordered by the 
Lord. And we look forward to 


Heaven than about what will be 
there. Remember in the book of 
Revelation we read that there will 
be no more sin, there will be no 
more tears, there will be no more 
pain, there will be no more sorrow, 
there will be no more curse, there 
will be no more darkness, there 
will be no more distress of any 
kind in the Father’s house. The 
Father’s house is the place where 
Christ is, and that is the place to 
which the redeemed are going. 


Some of you may have thought 
the expression here, “In my Fa- 
ther’s house are many mansions’’ 
is rather peculiar. Somehow or 
other, the word mansion to most 
of us in the United States has an 
accustomed meaning that it did not 
originally have. When we see a 
great building over yonder on the 
“Gold Coast,” we call that a man- 
sion. But the word as originally 
used did not have that meaning at 
all. It had rather the meaning of 
an apartment, as we use that word 
today, a splendid apartment. So 
one building might have many 
mansions in it. And Jesus is tell- 
ing us, “In my Father’s house are 
many apartments, many resting 
places.”’ There is a place, an in- 
dividual place, for every one of 
His own, all in that Father’s house. 


“If it were not 80, I would have 
told you.” What does He mean by 
that? The Jews had had a belief 
in a heaven of bliss after death, 
and Jesus said, “If you had been 
wrong in that, I would have cor- 
rected you.” But because He didn’t 
correct it but rather affirmed it, 
we know that it is true, that there 
is a glorious home beyond the skies 
for the redeemed which we shall 
share with Him by-and-by. 

He adds, “I go to prepare a place 
for you.” What does He mean by 
that? You see the mansions are 
different from what they were be- 
fore He went back there. Before He 
went back to the Father’s house, 
the sin question had never been 
settled. Before He went back to 
the Father’s house, the vail had 
not been rent, the blood had not 
been sprinkled on the mercy seat. 
So the saints of old went to Para- 
dise on credit. They didn’t have 
the same blessed access into the 
immediate presence of God that 
the saints have now. We readin the 
Epistle to the Hebrews that we 
have now come to the spirits of 
just men made perfect. They were 
the spirits of just men of all the 
centuries before the cross; God had 
redeemed them and taken them to 
Paradise, but they were not yet 
made perfect. They couldn’t be un- 
til the precious blood of Jesus was 
shed on the cross. Now having 
settled the sin question, He en- 
tered into the holiest with His own 
blood in antitypical fashion, 
sprinkled His own blood on the 
mercy seat above, and now a place 
is prepared in the holiest for all 
of His own, and the spirits of just 
men of the past ‘have been per- 
fected and we who believe now 
are perfected forever. So we are 
all suited to that place to which 
we are going. “I go to prepare a 
place for you.” 

And then He said, “And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto 
myself; that where I am, there ye 
may be also.” Now I know that a 
great many people think of this 
as a word in regard to death, and 
of course, when a believer dies, 
that believer goes to be with Christ. 
But we are never told in Scripture 
that in the hour of death Christ 
comes for His people. If we may 
draw an analogy from something 
our Lord said when He was here on 
earth, we gather that that is hard- 
ly true. We are told that a dear 
child of God was dying — he was a 
beggar, it is true. He was an out- 
cast, lying at the rich man’s gate, 
but’ he was a real son of Abra- 
ham. He had faith in the God of 
all grace. And the beggar died, we 
are told, and was carried by the 
angels into Abraham’s bosom. 
Angels carried the poor beggar — 
poor no longer—jinto Paradise. 
What I rather gather from that, 
is that the last ministry of angels, 
who are ever keeping watch over 
the people of God, will be to usher 
them into the presence of God. He 
is yonder in the Father’s house, and 


Y|His angels usher His saints into 


His presence. 

But He is speaking of something 
different here. Death is the believ- 
er going to be with Christ. That is 
what the Scripture tells us — “ab- 
sent from the body, present with

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the Lord,” “to depart and be with 


Christ which is far better.’’ But a 
believer going home to be with 
Christ is spoken of as being un- 
clothed, having laid his body aside. 
He is there in the presence of the 
Lord a glorified spirit, but he is 
there waiting for his redeemed 
body. When the Lord Jesus ful- 
fills that which is spoken here in 
the fourteenth chapter of John, 
then believers will receive their 
glorified bodies and will be alto- 
gether like Him. This coming, re- 
ferred to here, is developed for us 
more fully in the fourth chapter 
of the First Epistie to the Thessa- 
lonians. There we read in verse 
thirteen: 


“I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them which are asleep” 

—-that is, saints whose bodies are 
Sleeping in the graves but whose 
spirits are with Christ — 


“I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them wich are asleep, that ye 
sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope. For if we 
believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with him. For this we 
say unto you by the word of 
the Lord, that we which are 
alive and remain unto the 
coming of the Lord shall not 
prevent them which are asleep. 
For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump 
of God; and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: Then we which 
are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we 
ever be with the Lord.” 

This is the coming our Saviour 
refers to when He says: “If I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again and receive you unto 
myself.”’ It is at that coming that 
the expectation of our completed 
redemption will be fulfilled. In 
Romans eight the Apostle Paul 
tells us in verse nineteen: 

“For the earnest expectation 
of the creature waiteth for the 


manifestation of the sons of 


God.” 

Verses twenty-two and twenty- 
three: 

“For we know that the whole 
creation groaneth and travail- 
eth in pain together until now. 
And not only they, but our- 
selves also, which have the 
jirstfruits of the Spirit, even 
we ourselves groan within our- 
selves, waiting for the adop- 
tion —” 

What does he mean by that? 

“to wit, the redemption of 

our body.” 

Our spirits have already been 
redeemed, we have already received 
the salvation of our souls, but we 
are waiting for the complete sal- 
vation of the body, the redemption 
of the body at the coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 
en —"“For we are saved by hope: 

but hope that is seen is not 

hope” (Rom. 8:24). 

What hope is it then? The hope 
of the coming of our Lord. And 
to this He refers again in the third 
chapter of the Epistle to the Philip- 
pians, where we read in verse 
twenty: 

“For our conversation (real- 
ly citizenship) is in heaven; 
whence also we wait for a 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: 
who shall fashion anew the 
body of our humiliation, that 
it may be conformed to the 
body of his glory, according to 
the working whereby he is able ., 
even to subject all things un- 
to himse’f.” (R.V.) 

This is whe glorious event that 
will take place when the Lord 
comes back again, when He comes 
back for us. 

There is the widest difference, 
you see, between this and the time 
when He is manifested as the Son 
of man to deal in judgment with 
the godless world and eventually to 
set up His kingdom. This was a 
little secret the Lord was reveal- 
ing to these apostles that night in 
the upper room. In the three 
synoptic gospels it was not men- 
tioned. It was the Apostle Paul 
who was the chosen instrument to 
develop it, but it seems that the 
Lord Jesus, just before He went 
away, had a secret welling up in 
His heart as it were, which He 
couldn’t hold back any longer and 


He must tell them a little about 
it, so He says, “I am going away, 
but I am going to prepare a place 
for you. But if I go and prepare 
a place for you, I will come again 
and receive you” — not, “I will 
send the death angel for you,” or 
any other angel,” but “I will come 
again and receive you unto myself 
1 ier a Il am there ye may be 


You see, He will never be satis- 
fied until every one of His re- 
deemed people are with Him in the 
glory in the Father’s house. His 
heart is yearning for that. 

Now a word about the Father's 
house. Notice it is the Father’s 
house, and the Father’s house is 
for all the Father’s children. We 
hear a great many strange things 
these days. Some people would try 
to tell us that it is only the deeply 
spiritual people of God that will be 
caught up with the Lord Jesus at 
His coming. When people talk like 
that, how little understanding they 
have of the Father’s heart! You 
think of a normal father or mother 
here on earth, with, say, eight or 
ten children, and that is quite a 
family, isn’t it? The father’s house 
is open to all the children. I pity 
the home, and pity the children 
where the father or the mother 
makes distinctions among their 
children. I think it is a sad thing 
when out of a number of children 
one perhaps occupies a _ special 
place in the heart of the father and 
the others are held at a distance. 
“Oh,” but you say, “maybe one or 
two are naughty children. Of 
course the father couldn’t love 
naughty children as much as he 
loves the good children.’ Is that 
true? Why even the naughty chil- 
dren are so dear to the father’s 
heart that they give him many 
sleepless nights as he thinks about 
their naughtiness. He loves them 
and truly longs to see them all 
that they ought to be. There is al- 
ways a welcome for them at the 
father’s house. 

We need to remember, too, that 
in the Father’s house above, there 
is no distinction. People often say 
to me, “Oh, if I can just get into 
Heaven and get a seat behind the 
door, I can be satisfied. I know I 
don’t deserve anything better.” 

My dear friend, you don’t deserve 
to get there at all. I don’t deserve 
to go there. But I am not going 
there because I deserve to go, but 
I am going to Heaven because I 
have been born again and the Lord 
Jesus Christ is preparing a place 
for me, and the Father’s house is 
for all the Father’s children. 

Another thing is this: there 
aren’t any seats behind the door 
over yonder! I wish I could say it 
so loudly that everybody would get 
hold of it. There is nothing like 
that in the Word of God. There 
are no distinctions in the welcome 
that believers will have in the Fa- 
ther’s house. I repeat, the Father’s 
house has the same welcome for 
all the Father’s children. 

You say, “Well, but doesn’t the 
Bible indicate some will have 
greater rewards than others?” Oh, 
yes, but rewards have nothing to 
do with the welcome into the Fa- 
ther’s house. The rewards specially 
have to do with the coming glori- 
ous kingdom, of course given in 
Heaven, given at the judgment 
seat of Christ, but the differences 
are in the kingdom. For instance, 
look at the Second Epistle of 
Peter: “So an entrance shall be 
ministered unto you abundantly in- 
to—” Into what? Into heaven? 
No, it is not true that some people 
will get an abundant entrance into 
Heaven and other folk will not 
have anything like so warm and 
cordial a welcome. What does it 
mean? It says that some people 
have an entrance ministered unto 
them abundantly. Yes, but into 
what? “Into the everlasting king- 
dom of our Lord and Saviour Je- 
sus Christ.” Don’t you confuse, 
don’t you confound in your think- 
ing, the Father’s house with the 
everlasting kingdom. The Father's 


‘house is the home of the saints; 


the everlasting kingdom is the 
sphere of service and rewards, 
where through all eternity, first in 
the millennium and then the ages 
to come, we shall be serving our 
blessed Lord who has prepared a 
place for us in the Father’s house. 

Will you allow me to use a very 
old illustration? Suppose here is 
a good old-fashioned family, a mid- 
Victorian family with twelve or a 
dozen children. Now the children 
are scattered all over. Christmas 
is drawing near, and there is go- 
ing to be a house warming. The

family is gathering and the invita- 
tions have gone out to all the chil- 
dren to come home for Christmas. 
Very well, they are all coming in. 
Some are coming by automobile, 
some by Pullman coach, some by 
airplane, some by bus, and perhaps 
one is even obliged to come on 
foot. But there they come from 
all over, coming home to the Fa- 
ther’s house for Christmas. 


I can just imagine the great 
table loaded with all the wonderful 
dainties kind hands have been pre- 
paring. I can imagine father and 
mother coming in for a last look, 
to see if everything is right. There 
is mother’s place and father’s 
place. Here is where the great big 
platter will be with a couple of big 
fifteen-pound turkeys and all the 
rest of the good things that have 
been prepared are there on the 
table. Father and mother come in, 
and mother says, “Now, father, I 
have put Bob right beside you.” 

(Bob is out in the world, he is a 
senator, he has made a great place 
for himself, but he is just Bob at 
home.) 

“And here is the place for Mary.” 

(I think Mary is the president of 
a& woman’s college or something 
like that. You know, she is very 
dignified when she gets on her cap 
and gown, but at home she is just 
Mary, that’s all.) 

“Then here is the place for Tom.” 

(Let’s see, who is Tom? I think 
Tom is a general in the army, but 
he is just Tom at home.) 

“And here is a place for Anna.” 

(Anna, who is Anna? Perhaps 
she is a physician, and very dis- 
tinguished in her profession, and 
she is Dr. Anna outside, but she is 
just Anna at home, you know.) 

And so down the line she goes. 
And mother says, “I put a place 
right here by my right hand for 
Jim,” 

(Who is Jim? Well, Jim is the 
ne’er-do-well of the family. Poor 
Jim. He has tried a number of 
things.) 

-I generally think of Jim as an 
inventor. He has invented so many 
different things, but there is al- 
ways one little gadget that doesn’t 
work right. If he could only get 
things going, there would be mil- 
lions in it, but he has used up 
everything he had and everything 
he could borrow, and still he gets 
nowhere. Poor Jim. 

Jim lives in the near-by city in 
a little hall room with a window 
that looks out on a well, where he 
can’t get any fresh air, and he 
looks it, too, he is so white and 
wan. He wouldn’t be home at all 
if mother hadn’t slipped in a twen- 
ty-dollar bill to get an extra suit 
of clothes so he would be present- 
able enough to come. And maybe 
one of the brothers sent over 
money for his bus fare. I can 
imagine his father and mother 
talking about it. And I can 
imagine the father saying, “You 
know, mother, there’s Jim — I 
don’t know whether we had better 
let Jim sit at the table with the 
rest of them. Our family is so 
distinguished and have done so well 
and Jim has failed so miserably. 
Wouldn’t it be better to put Jim in 
the kitchen? He could eat with the 
servants out in the kitchen.” 

And mother flares up, “What is 
that? Jim shall have the very 
best we can give him! I want him 
to know if there is any place on 
earth where he is welcome it is his 
father’s house and his mother’s 
house. And Father, I want you to 
watch now when you are serving 
the turkey and put on an extra slab 
of white meat for Jim. The rest 
of them get turkey every little 
while, and probably Jim has been 
living on hamburgers since he was 
here last. And then put a big extra 
spoonful of the dressing on Jim’s 
plate. Jim always likes that chest- 
nut and sage and oyster dressing. 
Give Jim an extra spoonful, and I 
will look after the rest!” 

And I can imagine by the time 
that plate gets around to Jim, it is 
just loaded high. 

You see, at home in the father’s 
house, they are all welcome and 
they are all treated as well as the 
father and mother can treat them. 

But by-and-by the big day is 
over and they are separating and 
Mary goes back to the college, and 
Bob goes back to Washington to 
the senate. And Anna goes back 
to her practice in the big city, and 
Tom goes back to the army, and 
so on. By-and-bye poor Jim goes 
back to his little room yonder in 
the city. But I see the mother giv- 
ing him a last good-by kiss, and 
what is that she is slipping into 
his hand? It is a fifty-dollar bill. 
And off he goes, Jim, you know, 


with such happy memories of the 
father’s house! 

That is only a very, very human 
illustration, but perhaps it will 
show what I mean when I say that 
the Father’s house is one thing 
and the m is another. The 
Father’s house is the home of all 
the Father’s children. But we make 
our own places in the kingdom by 
our own devotedness to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Do you get the dif- 
ference? So there is a place for 
all in the Father’s house. 

About the way there. Will every- 
body get to the Father’s house? I 
wish that they would. Richard 
Baxter used to pray, “Oh, God, for 
a full Heaven and an empty Hell!” 
But alas, alas, many persist in re- 
bellion against God and so that 
prayer can never be answered! 
‘There is only one way to the Fa- 
ther’s house. And what is that 
way? I have had people say to me 
so many times, “We are travelling 
different roads, but we will all get 
to Heaven at last.” No, no. I don’t 
find that in my Bible. My Bible 
says, “There is a way that seem- 
eth right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of death” 
(Prov. 14:12), and it warns me 
against taking the broad way that 
leads to destruction and tells me to 
take the narrow way that leads to 
life. 

And so here Jesus says, “And 
whither I go, ye know, and the way 
ye know. Thomas saith unto 
Him —” Thomas was honest and 
he was never afraid just to blurt 
out all the truth. He said, “We 
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don’t know what you are talking 
about. We have to confess we are 
ignorant, and we don’t know where 
you are going, and how can we 
know the way.” 

Jesus said unto him, and, oh, 
dear friends, you get what He said, 
for it is for you as well as for 
Thomas. “Jesus saith unto him, I 
am the way, the truth and the life. 
No man cometh unto the Father 
but by me.” 

Oh, don’t talk about many ways. 
There is only one— Jesus is the 
only way. There is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men whereby we must be saved, 
but the name of Jesus. Have you 
come to Him? Are you trusting 
Him? If you are, you are on the 
way to the Father’s house, and 
now you can wait with equal glad 
expectation for the hour of His 
return, for He said, “If I go, I 
will come again and receive you 
unto myself.” When will He come? 
We can’t tell that, but we are wait- 
ing for Him day by day.
